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1. Headquarters 1 Action Required : 
Nonej for information and files. 
2* Developments : 
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a. AECASSCWARY-3 reported the Soviet surfacing of CAPAPIE (see 
MUNI-2310) which he learned of from a Kiev broadcast on 7 June. The full 
text of this broadcast has appeared in Radyanska Ukraine , a copy of which, 
it is supposed, has already been procured by Headquarters (for details, see 
Attachment A). 

b. The proposed budget cut and reorganization of Project AERODYNAMIC 
as outlined in EGQW-33150 were thoroughly discussed with AECASSCWARY-3. AE- 
CASSOWAKY -3 ’ s comments were sent to Headquarters in MUNI-2373 and EGMA-27U37, 
It should be pointed out that while Headquarters was instructing the field on 
proposed changes in Project AERODYNAMIC and soliciting comments from AECASS- 
OWAHY -3, AECASSCWARY-3 was in more rapid communications with AECASSOWAHY -2 

on this same topic and perhaps even in greater detail than with the under- 
signed. VJhat final changes were adopted by AECASSOWAHY -3 with respect to 
the newspapers, personnel, etc,, based on the proposed budget reduction, are 
not known. However, here again it is suspected AECASSOWAHY -3 has already- 
advised AECASSOWAKY-2 who should be able to fill in this picture for Head- 
quarters. It is expected, when the budget cut becomes official, AECASSOWAHY -3 
will inform the undersigned of the changes he made accordingly. This, of 
course, will be forwarded when received (for details, see Attachments B and C)

numbered 20 throu^i 23 of meetings held with AECASS0WAHY-3 and 6 during June

OPERATIONAL MATTERS ANC COMMENTS* 




1, This meeting, calls d at the request of AECASSOWARY 3, proved to be very 
interesting indded, for the undersigned learned from AECASSOWARY 3 the fate 
of GAPAPIE, an agent dispatched to the Ukraine in 195>2 but who had never been 
heard frogu As reported eagerly by AECASSOWARY 3> at about 1700 hours, 7 June, 
he was listening to Radio Kiev broadcast an Ukrainian language broadcast for 
Western listeners when suddenly the announcer introduced CAPAPIE. AECASSOWARY 3 
said he caught most of the broadcast, the salient points of which were as 
follows* 

a* CAPAPIE told of his exfiltration to the West, his recruitment by the 
Americans and AECASSOWARY 1 to go on a mission to the Homeland for the pur- 
pose of affiliating himself with the underground there. Here he included 
where and what type training he was given, how he was equipped, the route of 
infiltration, etc* 

b* CAPAPIE identified AECASSOWARY 3 by true name and ( 
by the nameQ" ^juas using during his handling of CAPAPIE. 

c. CAPAPIE told how lie changed his mind about carrying out his mission, 
and how his capture was the result of the vigilance of a peasant woman who 
spotted him near the border, Uhls latter point was then magnified by the 
announcer to show the extent the common people aid in the apprehension of 
foreign spies. 

2, AECASSOWARY 3 said, that the exact date CAPAPIE had infiltrated and was 
picked-up (or tunred himself in) was not given in the broadcast so that the 
uninitiated would normally assume this all took pice recently. AECASSOWARY 3's 
primary comment was that to him it was apparent CAPAPIE was sent here by 

the RIS for the mission he actually accomplished for them. He said he had his 
suspicions about CAPAPIE even in 195>2, and that quite obviously it was a 
mistake to have dealt with CmPAPIE the way we did. 



3* AECASSOWARY 3 asked the undersigned to obtain a transcript of this par- 
ticular broadcast, if this was possible to do, and in the meantime, he would 
check Radyanska Ukraina which he felt, would carry the story in perhaps 
more detail than the broadcast. The undersigned said he would certainly 
try to get this transcript. 



U* Other info rmati on passed by AECASSOWARY 3 was as follows* 

a. Walter nIALAN , head of the UUARC in the United States, arrived in 
Munich in early June 1957 for the purpose of reorganizing the Munich branch. 
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b. General Roman GULA.I, self-styled head of an Ukrainian independence 

movement, died about 9 June. 

c. Ivan WlftCHUK, a ZChOUTJ leader in the United States ha s come to Munich, 
apparently to discuss organizational matters with Stefan BANDERA.

Operational Matters and Comments : 



1, The undersigned net with AbCAS^OwAKI 3 for the purpose of telling 
him the sad news of the proposed budget cut for fiscal year 1930 in Project 
ACRODfNiiRIC as well as explaining to him the nature of the devised Admin- 
istration Plan in i31QW-33l50« Contrary to expectations, x j._jo AooO* itfliif. ^ 
accepted this news rather calmly , in fact, he had even been anticipating 
it being told him by the undersigned, since on this very day he nad received 
a letter from A2CA3S0 WARY 2 informing him of the revisions made in the 
Project, the proposed budget cut, etc. AECASSOvvAIti 2 also had told him the 
undersigned would probably receive headquarters corimmiication on this matter 
which he would pass on the A3CA580WARY 3* In any case, after the undersigned 
brought up this topic, AECAS30WAAI 3 produced the letter iron AGCASSOWAHY 2, 
read it to the undersigned, after which tne undersigned proceeded to out- 
line the contents of EGQW-33150. 



2, After completing the briefing, the undersigned, told AEOASSOVvAHI 3 
Headquarters was interested in further comments regarding the proposed 
budget cut, which, apparently, has still not been finally approved but 
will be by the end of June, therefore, the undersigned asked AEG A3SQW ARY 3 
for his comments and suggestions which the undersigned said he would in- 
corporate with his own and send to Headquarters. AECASSCWAftI 3 said he 
would write these out and give them to the undersigned on the following day. 



3. In further discussing the proposed budget cut, which seems mostly 
to have affected the field allotment, the undersigned offered his suggestions 
for publishing two newspapers with reduced funds. Here, the undersigned 
suggested the AEDHUi-Mifil 2 staff move in with the ASCASSOWARI 1 publication, 
streamline the administrative and circulation staff, and perhaps even 
change the bi-monthly AEBRUMiiER 2 paper to a monthly one. ASCASSOWARI 3 
agreed this suggestion had merit and said he would give it careful consid- 
eration. He said something like this would have to be done if the two 
papers are to publish on approximately fifty per cent of the former subsidy. 

U. AEG ASS OVj ARY 3 said he was glad to hear AECASSOWATtY 2 might come 
to Munich to help with the re-organization. However, he said, AECA3S(JJAHY 2 
said nothing in his letter about coming here. 

5. To pick up AECASoOWARI 3* s comments regarding the budget cut, tne 
undersigned arranged to meet him at 1330/19 June.

1. On 18 June, when the undersigned explained the contents of 
BCKK-33150 to AECASSOWARY-3 and had asked for his comments, etc., AE- 
GASSCWARY-3 said he would write a report on what he thought of the pro- 
posed budget cut and have it ready by the afternoon of 19 June. This 
meeting, then, of 19 June, was for the purpose of receiving AECASSOHART-3 1 a 
report. 

2. Dispensing with amenities, AECASSCWARX-3 produced the two page 
report he had written on the topic of the budget cut, and, paragraph by 
paragraph, went over it with the undersigned to make sure the undersigned 
understood what he had written. After the report had been thoroughly read 
and explained whereever necessary by AECASSOHART-3, he asked for the under- 
signed's opinion of it. The undersigned told AECASSOWARX-3 the report 
seemed to have covered all the pertinent points which appeared to be valid 
arguments against a severe budg et cut. The undersigned remarked that most 
certainly ABCASSCHARY-2 in PBPRIME used many of the same reasons he (AE- 
CASSGWART-3) listed when discussing the Project with Headquarters personnel, 
however, the undersigned added, the field's comments, regardless of their 
repetitious nature, should and would be given proper consideration. 

3. AECASSOHART-3 asked the undersigned to dispatch his report to 
Headquarters Immediately, mentioning even possible cable transmission of 
the entire report. The undersigned told AECASSCWARY-3 he would cable a 
summary of the report on 20 June and at the same time pouch the report so 
that one if not both would reach Headquarters in time for study before 
fiscal year 1957 ended. AECASSOHART-3 expressed bis gratitude for this 
promised action on the part of the undersigned and asked that he be ln- 
forroed of the action taken with respect to his report, the budget, etc.
